The U.S. Forest Service 
has warned deer hunters 
that high fire danger can 
be expected in the moun¬ 
tains since the opening of 
the deer season Sept. 20. 

Hunters were asked to 
be especially careful of 
fire in order to keep any 
disastrous conflagrations 
from starting. It was also 
requested that forest users 
be most careful in observ¬ 
ing smoking rules which 
allow smoking only at 
posted or designated spots 
and require that all ciga¬ 
rettes, cigars and tobacco 
be put out completely be¬ 
fore being discarded. 

Hunters are also re¬ 
minded that campfires are 
allowed only in regularly 
designated campgrounds 
and picnic areas.

Mexican Gulachi! Sounds Like a Rumba

Mrs. Kenneth (Charlotte) 
Bush is an extremely active 
person and dearly loves to 
cook. She has a host of cas¬ 
serole recipes that can be 
prepared well in advance 
among which is the follow¬ 
ing that is excellent in serv¬ 
ing: a crowd. 

MEXICAN GULACHI 
4 lbs. lean ground beef 
1 green pepper chopped 
3 tbs. prepared mustard 

1 medium onion chopped 

2 or mote tsp. chili powder 

Mix all the above ingredi¬ 
ents together, then: 

Cover the bottom of a very 
large casserole with 6 large 
onions sliced thin. Then ar¬ 
range 6 large potatoes sliced; 
salt and pepper: Cover the 
potatoes with the seasoned 
beef. Then add 8 .stalks of 
celery sliced, salt and pepper, 
then 1 cup of uncooked rice 
and a can of cooked red kid¬ 
ney beans. 

Over all pour 1 can of con¬ 
densed tomato soup mixed 
with an equal amount of wa¬ 
ter and a can of tomato 
sauce also mixed with an 
equal amount of water. Cook 
four or five hours in a 300°F. 
oven. Water may be needed 
occasionally. Serve with a

tossed green salad and 
French bread. 

A dry red wine is an excel¬ 
lent compliment to this dish. 
I have made this casserole 
and kept it for months after 
it was cooked in my freezer 
and found it was just as 
good as when originally pre¬ 
pared. 

The following recipe is one 
that Charlotte has served for 
years and not once has any¬ 
one identified the contents. 

BLACK BEAN DIP 

Mix a three oz. package of 
cream cheese, a can of Camp¬ 
bells Black Bean Soup and a 
little minced green onion till 
well blended. Salt to taste 
and serve on crackers. 

This recipe she starts pre¬ 
paring as soon as the cran¬ 
berry season opens as she 
gives many many loaves for 
Christmas gifts.

>/2 cup broken nut meats 
juice of 1 orange 

Sift dry ingredients togeth¬ 
er into a bowl. Add egg, 
milk, orange peel, orange 
juice, and salad oil and 
blend together. Add nuts and 
cranberries, folding in well. 
Divide batter into two 
greased 5x9 inch loaf pans. 


Bake in a 350^. oven for 1 
hour.
